AnausTAfcMi\, Jan. 6.—The confi- 


dence of the republicans does not seem 
to abate, though it is now easy to un- 
derstand the ground for it. An active 
member of the citizens' committee here, 
stated to-day that he knew the republi- 
cans would have not only the house, 
but the senate and governor. That a 
quorum, as established by the recent 
decision, can be obtained in the house, 
even the fusionists do not expect, but 
they propose now to ignore the opinion 
of the supreme court, and base their 
action on sundry precedents, which 
they claim are authorities. Whether 
seventy-six or seventy is a quorum, and 
how fa'r the house is bound by Satur- 
day's decision, are questions of import- 
ance to everybody, and there seems to 
be a basis for an argument on each 
side; but even if, by the defection of 
wavering members, the fusionists lose 
the house, it is not easy to see how 
they are to lose the senate, if they per- 
sist in their present policy, ignoring 
the court. There are only three doubt- 
ful fusion senators, so far as anybody 
has heard, and if they go over to the 
republicans it will not affect the result; 
still less will it if they refuse to take 
their certificates on the ground that 
they have been unlawfully issued. Un- 
less some radical action is taken, it 
seems indisputable that there will be a 
fusionist president of the senate and 
acting governor after to-morrow. 


The story about the intended arrest 


of counted-in senators on a charge of 
treasonable practice is denied by repub- 
licans, who, however, admit that such a 
measure has been suggested among 
multitudinous others. The other sidi, 
who heard nothing about it until yes- 
terday, think it may be a scare or may 
be a premature development of an in- 
tended act. There are also rumors of 
an injunction to prevent these men 
from taking seats in the senate. Ru- 
mors of intended and of accomplished 
bribery are plenty enough, but no sup- 
port of them is adduced except the 
word of men who allege that bribes 
have been offered them.

ST. Louis, Jan. 5.—For more than 


two years there have been, from time 
to time, mysterious disappearances of 
travelers in the vicinity of thi relay 
depot on the east side of the river. All 
the railroads which cross the bndge 
enter that depot from different direc- 
tions, coming, most of them, over 
sloughs and ponds or through heavy 
brush. At the relay depot the approach 
to the bridge commences. In most of 
these mysterious disappearances the 
travelers have been lost sight of on 
trains just leaving the depot, either to 
cross the bridge or bound out for their 
various destinations. In most cases, 
too, those who disappeared were men 
well advanced in life, and bearing about 
them evidences of wealth. 


Judge Mayo, a rich banker of Olney, 


111., was perhaps the most notabls of 
those who disappeared, and to this day 
his fate remains a mystery, and no trace 
of his body has been found, although 
his relatives have employed companies 
of men and made the most thorough 
search. Judge Mayo was seen just as 
the outgoing train reached the relay, 
and his luggage and cane were found 
in the car afterward. Perhaps aa many 
as a dozen men of means have disap- 
peared in this manner. There has just 
developed a case which the officers 
think affords a clue to all the myster- 
ies. Dr. D. J. Bernays, a well-to-do 
and prominent physician of St. Louis, 
was a passenger on an outgoing train. 
He reached the relay depot, and, just 
as tbe train was pulling out into a des- 
olate tract of brush and ponds, a man 
entered the car whom he took to be a 
brakesman. The fellow stepped up to 
him and asked where he was going. 
The doctor replied, giving his destina- 
tion, whereupon the stranger, in an au- 
thoritative tone, told him he would 
have to take the other oar. The doc- 
tor started to comply, led by the other, 
and when on the platform was suddenly 
seized and overpowered by the man with 
him and two comrades who sprang up 
irom the steps. 
The doctor made a 


desperate defense, and clung to the 
railing, while his assailants did all in 
their power to hurl him off. Just as 
he was lesing his grip the door opened 
and a brakesman, lantern in hand, 
stepped out. 
The miscreants leaped 


from the train, and the doctor was 
helped back into the car. 
It is the 


theory that a gang of desperadoes has 
been playing this game for a year or 
more, luring passengers out on the 
platform in the darkness, throwing 
them off, then robbing, killing and bury- 
ing them at leisure. In this way the 
evidences of crime have been concealed 
and the villains have escaped detection.

the court for the first offenBO, and a like line 
Tor every forty-eight houra such person sha I 
all to comply with the provisions of this 
ordinance or continue in the violation thereof.
